ation of tho chief in every wa y, and also 
a big gout or sht» ep or bullock and 50 
or « 0 jiounds of Hour. Sometime® I gave 
a sm a ll a dditiona l present before lea v­ 
ing. 
If th*» chief took a fancy to any 
particular thing and 1 could spare it, I 
did so. Sum* tim es one wa nted a sheath 
knife and another a hat. 
Old Kunitraidi 
was determined to have a shirt.

ously g iven him cloth I suggested, as a 
feeble sort of joke, that, as lie now had 
doth and sew ing m a teria ls and lig ht, 
he m ig ht sit up at nig ht and make a 
shirt.

Tli*' uppr**ciation of gold, helped by 
an iilh-gi-d eufoitx d scar*’ity of silver, 
and a decline in pric*- srx -m, therefore, 
to stand to each other in t)i<* rela tion of 
ca use and cffix ’t, and the cause of th*• 
odvocutes of silver has ax x x mlingly tit 
the outset much of pla usibility.

When the recruits of the F irst Maine 
ca va lry began to take on “ soldier a irs” 
in their camp on 
the Pmiobscot, in 
1861, some of them 
a ssum ing 
tha t 
troopers should b** men “ full of strange 
oa ths,” Colonel Douty promulgated an 
a ntiprofa nity order. 
At first the edict 
wa s received w ith considerable m erri­ 
m ent, and ex pletives, innocent in them ­ 
selves thoug h mea nt to do duty as oa ths, 
were freely used. 
B ut in a few days, 
inspire d by the precepts and ex a m ples 
of certa in selfrespecting comrades, the 
men fix ik a nobler view of it and tho 
‘‘needless vic e ,” as the historia n of the 
reg im ent cha ra cterizes it, w a s effectua lly 
proscribed. 
The First M a ine served four years 
and earned a reputa tion for va lor in the 
field second to no other mounted com ­ 
mand. 
It brought home a flag upon 
w hich were inscribed by officia l author­ 
ity the na m es of 36 battles. 
But the 
vetera ns were nut more proud 
their 
m a rtia l honors tha n of their g« x x l mor­ 
als, for they had won the honors and 
the victory to, crown them , sw ea ring 
“ not at a ll;” that, too, w ith a reg i­ 
m enta l temperance pledg e held in a l­ 
most universa l respect. 
Tho g enera l over a division of 10,000 
men w ho nipped tho profa ning evil in 
the buy by sa ying , “ I w ill do the swea r­ 
ing for this entire com m a nd,” 
wa s 
more ta ctful in his m ethods than tho 
M aine cavulry colonel, as ho needed to 
tie, dea ling w ith stra ng e troops, but he 
w a s not a jester, neither a victim of 
overconfidence in him self. 
If m ilita ry 
necessity warranted viola tion of the la w 
ho would be the judg e. 
Under a leader 
so clever and fa rsig hted the crisis would 
never arise. 
Only onoo during a long 
service a t the front—service rendered in 
tw o different reg im ents, different bri­ 
gades, divisions and army corps—did I 
hear an officer above the rank of cap­ 
ta in g ive w a y to profanity. 
That once 
w a s the case of a brigade commander 
invoking the curse cf D eity upon a ra s­ 
ca lly quartermaster. The quartermaster 
resig ned on tho sx K,t 
went home, 
thus re-moving w ha t m ig ht have been a 
stum bling block from the path of many 
besides th<* g enera l 
1 should say tha t the ra sca lly quar­ 
termaster and his close concomitants, 
the stubborn army m ule and the ob­ 
streperous teamster, furnished the chief 
provoca tives to sw ea ring for soldiers of 
tho line and tha t in the precinct set 
apart to their use— region remote from 
ba ttle und virtua lly outside of tho do­ 
m a in of army discipline—-oaths were 
quite as common as they are in tlie 
pa g es of the “ Rod Ba dg e of Courage. ” 
In fact, the manners as w ell as the la n­ 
g ua g e of the soldiers in tha t na rra tive 
sug g est tha t the studies for it were 
made from camp follow ers and the ha ng ­ 
ers on of 
the 
supply 
departments, 
manned, as these were, tty noncombat- 
ants. 
Into tha t sa fe a sylum drifts, ac­ 
cording to a w ell known la w , the -slum 
elem ent of un army in tho field. 
My *rars still retrain echoes of volleys 
of oa ths from tho lips of two men of 
tha t cla ss whom I encountered on the 
peninsula in 1862. 
Both were enlisted 
soldiers and wore* the blue. 
One of the 
offenders acted as ko-per of tho brigade 
com missary store« . W ith him the swea r­ 
ing ha bit w a s un infirm ity, ca using his 
a ssocia tes to overlook it through pity. 
The other w a s a teamster, w ho had fo l­ 
lowed the sea until long past m iddle 
life. 
Swea ring in his case wu3 a ch ild ­ 
ish w a y of show ing bravado. It is need­ 
less to add tha t lie w a s a hopeless cow ­ 
ard, and for tha t reason had been deta il­ 
ed to stablo duty. 
By referring to tho roster of the com ­ 
pany in which I served in 1862-3 I now 
reeadl the individua lity of 83 comrades, 
and of tha t number recog nize 55 w ho 
did not use profane la ng ua g e on any oo- 
casion. 
Of the rem a ining 28 only 11 
can bo indicted as possibly g iven to pro­ 
fa nity at tim es, and tha t solely on the 
ground of their g enera l reputa tion for 
lig htness of morals. 
On the ex pira tion 
of our term of enlistm ent, in 1863, two 
serg ea nts of the company recruited a 
command for tire* veteran ca va lry serv­ 
ice. 
They had the pick of 500 a ppli­ 
ca nts recently mustered out from the 
two yea rs’ reg im ents and chose their 
men strictly w ith regard to thmr previ­ 
ous records as g a lla nt soldiers. 
When 
tho men cam e t< g ether in cramp, it up- 
pearcd tha t there wa s not one am ong 
the 100 ve t runs so selected w ho used 
profa ne or vulg a r language. 
A mom n t’s reflection m ust convince 
every intellig ent person 
that violent 
huiguag* is subversive of a ll true di.sci- 
px .ine, and a successful army w ithout 
discipline is un im possibility in this 
age. 
The a rticle of wa r proscribing 
profanity, pre*mulgated, as it was, to 
every new command and read on parade 
a nnua lly at least, was a protection for 
the soldier in» d a moral weapon for the 
officer. The soldier could insist upon its 
observance by his superiors. 
Ou the 
otlier hand, he wea kened his own cause 
whenever he viola ted the la w him self. 
A t first 
blush the a rticle seemed to 
m a ny obsolete and ridiculous and wa s 
g enera lly received as a relic of Purita n 
days. 
But the more* onerous and ex a ct­ 
ing a rule the more it is studied and 
analyzed. 
Men of fix ed ha bits obey d 
readily, setting a good ex ample. 
In tho 
end w ilder spirits found that obedience 
was ea sier than resistance. 
Thus at the 
very outset the la w * f God was impressed 
upon 
the understa nding of 
a ll who 
I don’t think I am rea lly any cheaper» — ha ffi r 
it 
v. ntt* ii in thfir he.nts. •

J udg ing from the story that is told 
re* of a recent imp^jsirion on a buyer cf 
“ old ” E ng lish silver, a few words of 
ca ution may not be amiss. 
It is not an 
uncommon trick to take a tray g enuinely 
ha ll marked on both center and bordi r 
and from it m ake up two pieces, w< rk 
of modern munufai.*tare* being substi­ 
tuted tor the old part removed. 
This is 
usua lly done’ very 
cleverly, 
but the 
point of junction can be- detected by 
graitly breathing over it, when a threa d­ 
like line w ill appear. 
By the same t*-st 
one can detect the common Im position 
of tra nsferring a ha ll mark from a sm a ll 
old obj"Ct to a largo modern one. 
It ia 
not many years a go since one read in 
the London papers how H iil, a rich sil­ 
versm ith in Ox ford street, was convict* d 
of selling to u lady a com plete solid sil­ 
ver dinner sendee, fra udulently sa id to 
lie of the tim e of Queen Anne. 
D* lig hted w ith her purchase, w hich 
cost hur £ 10,0 0 0, she invited her friend, 
Mr. Chaffers, the fam ous ex pert, to dine 
w ith her. Being pressed for his opinion, 
he proved to her that tho ha ll mark in 
every 
piece cf the service had been 
transferred from som e oth(r object. H ill 
wa s tried, found g uilty, sent to prison 
w ith hard labor, und also com pelled to 
ma ke restitution. 
In England, ta m per­ 
ing w ith the ha ll mark is un offense 
a g a inst the g overnm ent 
In Am erica 
there* is no w a y to punish the fra udulent 
dealer for this specia l form of im posi­ 
tion. 
Considering this, it is w iser to 
buy good Am erican silverwa re, bea ring 
sneh a trademark as is a gua ra ntee of 
its purity, than to risk being sw indled
